You  are  even  unknown  to 
many  amateurs.  I feel  very  sorry  for  them,  for  a more  truly 
radiant  sight  than  you  in  bloom  I have  never,  never  seen. 

When  not  in  flower,  Hugonis  is  as  attractive  as  any  of  the 
rare  Cotoneasters  and  her  foliage  is  as  tiny;  even  the  twigs  are 
colorful  and  the  curving  branches  almost  touch  the  ground. 

Hugonis  long  remains  an  object  of  beauty,  retaining  its  finely 
veined  and  delicately  cut  miniature  leaves  until  the  ground  is 
hard  with  frost.

Cultural  T)irections  For  Rosa  Hugonis 

All  that  it  requires  is  a little  care,  such  as  the  very  lightest  pruning  for  and  the  elimination  of  use- 
less wood,  an  early  Spring  liming  and  a thorough  cultivation  of  the  soil,  working  in  at  the  same  time  a 
pint  of  bone  meal  or  its  equivalent  to  each  large  bush  and  then  a surface  mulch  of  fine  soil. 

Rosa  Hugonis  can  be  planted  either  in  the  Fall  or  Spring,  and  planted  with  Spirea  Van  Houtteii, 
it  produces  an  exquisite  effect,  as  both  shrubs  are  extremely  graceful  in  growth  and  they  bloom  at  the 
same  time  in  early  spring.  One  of  the  foremost  landscape  gardeners  in  the  U.  S.  A.  has  been  using 
Hugonis  in  quantity  in  his  plantings.  This  landscape  artist  knows  the  full  value  of  this  exquisite  grace- 
ful rose  and  has  used  it  for  surrounding  tennis  courts,  as  lawn  specimens  and  amongst  shrubbery.  It 
makes  a beautiful  hedge;  it  graces  garden  entrances  and  has  many  other  uses  that  you  possibly  can  think 
of  around  your  own  home.  Hugonis  is  graceful  and  attractive  always,  even  when  not  in  bloom,  as  the 
foliage  is  dainty  and  the  new  crimson  shoots  coming  from  the  roots  all  through  the  growing  season  give 
it  an  added  attraction  that  few  other  plants  can  show.

Is  a new  dwarf  Barberry,  ideal  for  use  as  a very  dwarf  hedge  or  for  edging  walks,  as  shown  above. 


It  is  of  the  Japanese  type  in  leaf  and  habit, — except  that  it  is  dwarf. 

The  foliage  at  first  is  light  green,  ripening  to  a deep,  rich  green  and  in  due  season  taking  on  the 
yellow  and  orange  and  red  hues  of  autumn.  It  is  beautiful  at  all  seasons. 

Box  Barberry  has  a place  of  its  own  that  is  unique;  but  it  also  takes  the  place  of  Boxwood  edging 
wherever  the  winters  are  too  severe  for  boxwood. 


It  is  not  usually  planted  singly:  It  is  strictly  for  hedging  or  edging  and  should  be  kept  clipped 
close.  And  it  is  for  formal  effects.  It  gives  to  the  formal  garden  a finished  effect  that  is  well- 
illustrated  in  the  two  views  shown  above.
